Explanation: 

Claims 1-7 exhibit a technical characteristic 
wherein haploids of plants from the family Orchidaceae are 
created using an auxin. 

Document 1 discloses the feature of examining the 
DNA content or the ploidy of Cymbidium and Dendrobium, 
which are plants from the family Orchidaceae, using a flow 
cytometer. 

Document 2 discloses the feature of adding an auxin 
such as a naphthalene acetic acid to cultures of the 
flowers and ovaries from onions, and then investigating 
the efficiency with which gynogenesis is induced or 
whether polyploidization is induced by means of 
colchicine . 
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However, documents 1 and 2 do not disclose or 
suggest a feature wherein it is possible to create 
haploids of plants from the family Orchidaceae using an 
auxin, and this feature could not have been predicted in 
the light of the abovementioned documents. 

For the reason indicated above, claims 1-7 are novel 
and involve an inventive step. 

In addition, claims 1-7 exhibit industrial 
applicability. 
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
